DENT FBOM TDK NBW TOBK PAPBBS—

From the New Tork Tribune. 


A reporter detailed to watch tbe pro- 


gress oi the procession had intended to 
keep somewhat in advance, but seeing 
from an elevated position that there was 
noting in front and in the adjoining 
street, (he concluded to keep about the 
middle of the line. Before and after the 
Orangemen started the police cleared both 
sides of Eighth avenne, leaving only the 
reporters! Bat immediately after the 
clearance people would appear on the walk 
in considerable numbers, coming from the 
houses and cellars. Whenever a man be- 
came turbulent the police in his neighbor- 
hood would rush in that direction, and no 
matter what the nature ot the opposition, 
they .struck down aU'beforo them until 
'the mass of people had disappeared into 
the houses and side streets. The reporter 
saw three or four lying on the sidewalk 
and in the middle, of tbe street who had 
been knocked down in this way. It was 
uow evident that there was no safety for 
any civilian in that street 


The first missile the reporter saw thrown 


was a cobble stone from the crowd at tbe 
southwest comer of Eighth avenue and 
Twenty-sixth, street. A moment after a 
shot was fired .from the house at the south- 
east corner of. that street, and is supposed 
to have hit a Ninth Regiment man. A 
.number of men and boys who had been 
fitting <on the .wooden awning at that 
corner scrambled hastily in at the win- 
dows, but not before several return shots 
, were fired. The police then seized the 
house. An interval of quiet followed, 
during which the reporter walked down 
on the west side of tbe avenue toward 
Twenty-fifth street. There, in the middle 
of the street, stood OoL Eisk, in his shirt 
sleeves, with his staff around him. 


> Soon there 'wag a "shot from the houses 
at Twenty-fourth street, quickly followed 
\ by another and another, till, to Ms amaze- 
ment, the reporter found himself in the 
very centre of a continuous fnsiladtv with 
a crowd of men rushing up the street 
screaming -with terror and carrying him 
with thum. • The squad of men with whom 
\\e ^became entangled pressed furiously 
against the double doors of a restaurant on 
tbe west side, midway between Twenty- 
fifth and Tweoty-eii'h streets. While 
jammed in here, with a gratifying sense oi 
having men packed around him (or several 
feet, be was horrified—as ha glanced side- 
ways into the middle of the street—to see 
the Ninth Regiment soldiers staggering 
and dropping. The terrible {act was now 
before him'that he was in the midst of a 
bloody battle.' For a few momenta the 
roar of'guns was incessant, and swept past 
him up the street like a tidal wave. On all 
sides'• was shonting and the sound of 
breaking glaes—partly from bullets and 
partly from the frantic efforts of the people 
.to break into the stores. Finally, those in 
front'ol him dashed through the plate 
'glass of the restaurant, tearing their bunds 
horribly. The door was speedily torn 
open, and the whole mass pushed in, and 
rushed toward tbe back of tbe saloon, 
where {here was a small side kitchen. One 
badly demoralized young man seeing a 
scuttle open over this, and anxious to get 
a little farther, if possible, from the scene 
of, war, clambered up vigorously on the 
kitchen shelves, scattering the dishes in all 
direction with a clash, and disappeared 
through the hole. The restaurant keeper 
'insisted that his uninvited guests should 
all stay in the rear of the place for fear 
that if they showed themselves at the 
broken doors the soldiers would consider 
them disorderly characters and either shoot 
or bayonet them. The reporter, however, 
demonstrated that he had legitimate busi- 
ness outside, and was Buffered to depart.

He 
wag the centre of no group, yet no by- 
stander, interested or not in what was to 
b« the day, ooold help looking at him aa a 
tjrpe of a dangerous claea. He struck out 
his ]aw«, twisted his hands nervously, 
and evidently wag bunting for a row. The 
better sort of men about Hibemia Hall 
did not mem to like nim, but a wiser sort 
afterwards followed him into Broadway, 
op which they went. Later in the day 
the writer saw the tame man near the St. 
Denis Hotel, when the Orangemen were 
marching op to their rendezvous. Again 
he saw the same ominous action*, and, 
looking fora result, saw one when on the 
heads of his comrade*, for good reason, 
descended the policemen's clubs, and 
whw. they fought, they fell, but not the 
hero, for his thoughts were bent on safety. 
Still later, the same man was seen urging 
a crowd up Twenty-sixth street to do 
deeds of valor at Eighth avenue. 
He 


pressed hit way to the first ranks, there 
was a volley fired, and the reporter had 
the pleasure of looking at the dead face of 
the bully, shot right in the month, and 
lying in the gutter. 


TUB VIOHT AT OBACB CHBBCH.

About 12 80 o'clock a crowd of about one' 


hundred and fifty laborers and 'longshore- 
men formed in an irregular procession on 
Prince street, and marched out into Broad- 
way. 
There was no mistaking their pur- 


pose. Many of them were armed with 
cluba extemporized from packing boxes 
and barrels. They were headed by a vil- 
lainous-looking individual, who wore a 
long-skirted broadcloth coat and straw 
hat, and carried an old cavalry sword. This 
murderous gang proceeded quietly and de- 
fiantly up Broadway, making no other de- 
monstration than to call to recognized 
sympathizers who were discovered on the 
sidewalk, to join them.

Governor Hoffman and. the 
Tammany Mob. 
from the Buflslo Express. 


Our view, presented yesterday, of the 


facts which arraign Governor Hoffman aa 
an original accessory to the dastardly cap- 
itulation of authority in New York city to 
the mob, is not only unstained by the judg- 
ment of tiie New Tork Tribune, which 
sifts the circumstances of his tardy action 
to the bottom, but, to oar astonishment, 
we find it supported by the testimony and 
indictment ot the chief organ of the Gov- 
ernor's own party, the New York World. 
The article in which the World of Thurs- 
day discusses the subject of Wednesday's 
riot is one of the .most remarkable that has 
ever appeared in that journal. It is a 
characteristic of the temper of the World, 
several times exhibited heretofore, that 
when it has been subserviently dragged at 
the heels of its mobocratio party into a 
situation of desperate embarassrnent, it 
clears itself from the tangle by a vigorous 
kick of honest plain speaking, and ":nms 
State's evidence" against its political 
companions in the eorape.

responsibility upon them. Its authority, 
as a witness having knowledge of the in- 
terior facts of tho whole business, no one 
can dispute; and although its vigorous 
arraignment, alike of Mayor Hall and 
Governor Hoffman, is qualified with polite 
"its," it is plainly enough to bo seen that 
there was no doubtful "it" in the mind of 
the writer when he wrote.

Tho perils of the situation, which were

Before he left Twenty- 
sixth street another wagon drove rapidly 
through it containing a dead man, covered 
by a horeo-blanket.

There is no scene so heartrending and 


distressing as the ground strewn with the 
bodies of men, who lived and laughed a 
few moments before tbe fatal bullet laid 
them low. But the sight of women and 


I children in the throes of violent death, at 
I their own door steps, ia still more distress- 


ing. Such an one was presented in Eighth 
avenue,betweenTwentythird and Twenty- 
fourth streets, after the struggle described 
above. Some lay in the gutter, face down- 
ward, some on the railroad tracks and 
others were stretched on tbe sidewalks and 
in doorways. Many limped off moaning 
while a few staggered or were borne away 
by their friends and kindly bystanders 
There were sixteen persons stone dead in 
the street, and many others were in artic- 
ulo mortui. Ooe poor fellow named Reed 


the procession encountered a detachment 
of police. 
Tho officers were mounted 


and tbe men were in omnibuses. The 
crowd waa ordered to disperse. 
The 


rabble, headed by its armed ring-leader, 
broke out in defiant yells. Not- a minute 
elapsed after the order waa given before 
the police were in the street and charging 
upon the incendiaries like a whirlwind. 
The riotous leader went down •with B 
cloven skull, and bis sword was left in 
the gutter. A few of the bravest ot his 
rowdies stood a moment and then fled 
mnve"minules the whole foul" crew had 
been scattered, and were howling in full 
Bight back to their retreats. 
A round ot 


applause from thousands of spectators in 
the windows and on the balconies, who 
had -witnessed the rout, testified to its 
completeness when tbe street was clear. 


Before this precession started from 


Prince street there was one person in it, 
a mere boy, who could not have been over 
eighteen, who made himself conspicuous 
by the roost violent language and action. 
He flourished a revolver, and vowed the 
most fearful oaths that be would have the 
blood of an Orangeman before night. Half 
frantic with ezeitcment Us slender frame 
and freckled face w«re seen flying through 
tho crowd as be incited his fellows to acts 
of violence. When tbe party started he 
took bis place in front, and for a long way 
marched by the side of the leader with 
his pistol in his hand. An hour after the 
writer of this came 3own the cleared 
tharongbfare, and was attracted, to a crowd 
at the drug store near Thirteenth street 
Fagging .through the knot of bystanders, 
he came upon the senseless form of this 
boy laid upon a board. His skull waa 
crushed, and the blood had saturated him 
from head to foot. A corrow-strioken 
crowd glared at him; one of them said it 
was always so.

KINGSTON. 


About fivo o'clock a. m. we arrive at the 


solid looking city of Kingston, with its 
numerous stone buildings. This was one 
of theearliest points of French settlement 
in Canada, and was the site of Fort Fron- 
tonac, which was alternately in the pos- 
se.-»ion of the French and Indians in the 
wars which preceded the Revolution, but 
finally fell into tho hands of the English, 
and has ever since remained an important 
military post. The popnUtion of Kings- 
ton Is about 11,000. 
The streets are sub- 


stantially paved and some of the public 
buildings are noticeably large and hand- 
some. The Cathedral is a lofty structure 
of fine pretensions and embellished with 
statuary and paintings. On the occasion 
of our visit some 3,000 colonial troops 
were breaking camp and preparing to 
leave the city,

TUB CHURCH OP THE THOnS\ND ISLKS. 


It wan our pleasure here to make tha ac- 


quaintance of Rav. George Rookwell, for 
many years the pastor of the Cburuh of tbe 
Thousand Island!*, and to whom we are 
chiefly indebted for historical ekatoheaand 
reminiscences of this interesting locality. 
The first religions mission was established 
about thirty years ago under the auspices 
of Rev. Dr. J. W. Bathuna. He stopped 
at Alexandria Bay, then an inconsider- 
able village, 
in 
tha 
coarse 
of a 


summer excursion, and having discovered 
thsre was no stated religioui service for 
many miles around, he invited the people 
to come together on the Sabbath. The ro- 
snlt of his preaching on that occasion was 
the organization of a Sabbath school, 
which was sustained for nearly a year, 
and at the expiration of that time Dr. 
Betbuno inducud the Rev. J. A. Daven- 
port to occupy the field as a missionary 
preacher. The enterprise was encouraged 
by Dr. Bathnne's people at home, and as 
soon as the work was fairly inaugurated 
efforts were made for the ert-ction of a 
church, which, through tho personal ap- 
peals of Dr. Bethune at home, and such 
local aid as could be obtained among Mr. 
Davenport's 
congregation 
was finally 


oonsnmated, and dedicated in 1851, Dr. 
Bathnne himself preaching the dedicatory 
sermon and making it tbe occasion of a 
a visit from some friends in Troy, N. Y , 
who had assisted liberally in tho enter- 
prise. 
It is a stately stone structure, oc- 


cupying a prominent site, and aa a religi- 
ous edifice would prove creditable to any 
community. 
Beside the pulpit a tablet 


has been erected bearing this inscription : 
"In memory of Rer. George W. Bathuce, 
D D., who founded this church, itself a 
monument of his lo^o to God and man." 


The Rev. Mr. Rockwell has long been 


the settled pastor ol tbe church, and his 
parish comprises various otaer districts 
which are tbe subject of hia regulxr min- 
istrations. He enjoys the possession of a 
little steam craft which he employs for 
such visitations aud ia thus enabled to 
supply the wants of Sabbath congrega- 
tions at different points on the river. His 
village congregation have provided a cosy 
parsonage, and Messrs. Cornwall & Wal- 
ton, one, of the wealthiest firms of the 
place, have presented him with an Island, 
a short distance above the village, where ft 
cottage has been provided through the gen- 
eroiity of other friends.

emilee of gentlest beauty, which, though 
ever varying, especially when seen in the 
lights and shadows of a rising or setting 
inn, are always surpaseingly delightful. 


The islands, thongh- mainly bat masses 


of primitive rock, were originally all 
wooded. They are of all size?, from the 
•ingle rook, bnt a few feet in diameter, 
with perhaps but a single bush or stunted 
tree clinging to its crevices, to others of a 
few acres, and others still of some miles in 
extent, and embracing farms of hundreds 
of acres, in partial cultivation.

Island, opposite the village of Alexandria 
Bay, is about eight miles in extent, and 
Grenadier Island, etill further below, is 
about six milee in length. Most of the 
smaller islands are scattered over with a 
stunted growth, principally of pine and 
hemlock, interspersed with cedar and 
white birch, which retain the little life 
they gather from tho crevice) and under 
the mosses with a moat surprising tenacity. 
They are also to a great extent, covered 
with a growth of low bushes of different 
kinds, including the whortleberry in con- 
siderable variety, thongh the summer sun 
upon the very shallow soil uanally so 
parches them as to prevent any very great 
supply of fruit. Hero and there in some 
lit'le hollow, where a few feet of soil 
has accumulated, a cluster of matted 
growth becomes so thick aa almost to 
form an impenetrable jungle, or else per- 
haps a few lofty pines or hemlocks shoot 
up to an elevation rivaling the luxuriance 
of the forest. There were, indeed, origin- 
ally upon all the larger islands, as well as 
upon the adjacent shores, hundreds of 
acres covered with timber of the heaviest 
growth and most valuable varieties. Hun- 
dreds of lofty pineg, snob aa make spars for 
the heaviest vessels, from being so easily 
accessible, were cnt off by gangs of preda- 
tory lumbermen before the country was 
settled, and thousands of feet of the most 
valuable oak went along with them; and 
now the remainder of the forests are rap- 
idly disappearing in the furnaces of the 
numerous steamboats that traverse the 
river and lake. 


The whole region, as may readily be 


supposed, abounds in fish and wild water- 
fowl, which seek their hiding and breed- 
ing places in the countless beds of water- 
plants, which are found in the shallower 
parts, and in the estuaries and marshes 
which extend into the land and among 
the larger islands in every direction. In 
early years larger game was found very 
abundantly, and till quite recently deer 
have been tracked and hunted successfully 
in some of the wilder and less frequented 
localities. 
The whole vicinity has long 


been a famed resort for anglers and sports- 


men, 
who often visited it and found thera 


excursion parties and private individuals 
who made periodical visits to the locality. 
Mr. Seth Green, tha noted pisioulturist of 
Rochester, owns a large, well-wooded and 
picturesque island, upon which is erected 
a commodious frame house, which for sev- 
eral vsars has furnished accommodations 
to himself and friends during their annual 
excursions. The Poilman Brothers, of 
palace car celebrity, have also leoored a 
fine island and erected a cottage, and 
every summer ^season hold their family 
reunions there, remaining about a month. 
A mercantile firm at Oneida, N. T., have 
just completed a handsome, bat unpreten- 
tious cottage on an island ol their own 
selection, and havo cleared np the under- 
brush and put the grounds in admirable 
order. Wo might mention a number of 
other gentlemen residing in New York, 
Boston, Rochester and other places who 
are now or have already effected similar 
improvements.

JOHNSON'S ISLAND, 


situated about one mile above Alexandria, 
la an object oi interest to strangers from 
its interesting historical associations. It 
was here that Johnson, a wild and daring 
fellow who was prominently identified with 
the "patriots" in the last Canadian insur- 
rection, on one occasion found refuge from 
close pursuit in a cleft of the rook, which 
sufficed barely to admit the passage of bis 
o.uioe and effectually conceal him from 
observation 
With a number of other 


desperadoes he .had captured tha British 
steamer Sir Robert Peel aa she was on her 
way to Kingston, loaded with supplies for 
the government troops. Whila proceed- 
ing np the river she stopped at Oarlton to 
wood, and Johnson and his part; having 
embarked in light canoes from Clayton, 
effected a complete sarpri-o of the vessel, 
and having taken possession, set tha pas- 
sengers aud crew ashore, out the vessel 
adrift and burned her to the water's edge. 
It was allegedjtbat this act waa in retalia- 
tion for the burning of tha Caroline. 
Johnson and his comrades were hotly 
persued,

CH.TTON. 


The Thousand Islamds are tbe first ob-| 


jeots of interest after leaving Kingston, 
for they begin about fcix iniles below. 
Their name filly describes Ihem, for they 
are liter illy countless, some mere patches 
ofrocklyjng close to the surface of tha 
water, others with bold rocky aides rising 
from the beautiful blue waters of the St. 
Lawrence; and as the boat plows along 
they open charming vistas, invite you to 
enter cczy dells of cool, blue waHr, and 
take on a deep richness of shade or glitter 
of sunlight that is quite enchanting. 
Clayton is situated on the American ride, 
and was formerly of considerable import- 
ance as a lumber station. Square timber 
and '.staves are still made up into large 
raft?, and floated down the St. Lawrence 
to't-Montreal and Quebec. These rafts 
are often very Urge, and as they require 
a great number of men to navigate them, 
the huts erected for their shelter give 
them, as they pass down the river, the 
appearance of Moall villages. Many ot 


Hia courteous and obliging attention to 
visitors is alike the subject of grateful 
acknowledgment, and those of our party 
who enjoyed bis social intercounse will 
cherish his personal recollection.

Ghaunooy Wescotr, an old citizen of the 
place, also gave us many interesting fuels 
concerning pioneer developments. 


THE VILLAOK. 


The village of Alexandria Bay com- 


prises about 300 inhabitants, made np 
principally of guides, boatmen, hunters, 
trappers and pallors. These, with a few 
mechanics and business men, who are 
largely interested in • supplying wood 
for the lake steamers, 
comprise 
the 


principal part of the population, excepting 
during tbe summer month", when, us bt- 
fore stated, tbo hotels are tilled with 
tourists from all parts of the country. Tbe 
village is in Jefferson County, of which 
Watertown 
is |tbe seat 
of justice, 


at a distance of twenty-eight mi's, inland 
The back country is noted for its fine 
farm and dairy products, which find here 
a convenient harbor for shipment 
It in 


also a port of entry for Canada trade, wd 
h*a its custom houge, etc. 


IHB LAKE OF A THOUSAND I9LAND8. 
This is 1he designation bestowed upon 


the St. Lawrence by the old French voya- 
genre, extending from Cape Vincent, B 
distance of some thirty-five miles in 
length by fifteen in breadth at the upper, 
and from one and a half to two and a half 
miles at the lower, and about equally di- 
vided between islands ana water. The 
Islands, in fact, are said to be about eight- 
een hundred in number, of almost every 
conceivable form and size. The region is 
of enchanting beauty, but devoid of 
snob characteristics as awaken emotions 
of the sublime. There are no towering 
mountains, no fright/a! precipices, no 
plunging waterfalls. Tbe (.bores, indeed, 
are often bold, with rocks of tome twenty 
or thirty feet in height, and the water so 


never captured. Ho 
had 
resided 
at 


Clayton, and from that point his daughter, 
a courageous and devoted woman, suc- 
ceeded in conveying him provisions and 
ministering to all his requirements. Such 
waa her inimitable management aud her 
ability as an oarewoman, that although 
frequently followed by armed orewa while 
attempting these clandestine visits to her 
father, (the invariably evaded pursuit 
through the labyrinth-like channels which 
encompass the islands, and reached her 
father's asylum in aafaty. The heroine of 
these exploits still resides at Clayton, a 
comely matron of fifty, and familiarly 
kuown in the community aa tha "Queen of 
the Isles." Her father is said to have died 
about a year ago. The Johasoa HJU«O of 
Clayton is named in bio honor. 


SURVEYOB'9 1SLAT.D, 


a short distance above, and about midway 
of tba channel, is designated as the poiut 
of conference of the engineers appointed 
by tha United States and Great Britain to 
divide the ialanda, aud make to eaeli gov- 
ernment its proper apportionment.

Emulating their example the Titnsville 


excursionists determined upon a similar 
investment, and under the pilotage of Mr. 
J. F. Walton made a tour of inspection to 
various attractive points, and finally se- 
lected the most desirable, about midway 
of the river, and nearly opposite the vil- 
lage of Alexandria Bay. It consists oi 
about two and A half aorep, and fading the 
village presents a bold, rooky side, prettily 
relieved from baldness near the summit by 


"hemlocks, that c'lnging to the ledges, 
Liku thmned buadiiu, straggle fortn." 
Ou the north side there is a little in- 


denture which forma a fine natural harbor 
and here we land for a tour of inspection, 
at fir it moving through thick clumps oi 
laurel bushes, and then by ajgradual 
esceut into a fine growth oi trees with 
which a large portion of the island is 
finely studded. 
From the rooky crest, 


facing the main channel, a delightful 
view is presented, embracing Alexandria 
Biy and the lower mainland,and sweeping 
rock, river and forest ior miles in all 
directions. Fancy persuades us we are in 
some enchanted country—shut out trom 
oaro and die, shut in to brightness and 
repose. We "accept the situation" and re- 
solve to maintain it at any "ooat." 
Tbe 


purchase ia effected without delay, ior the 
oouaideration oi $140, and the ialand duly 
deeded to Abram Smith, B. K. Hard, B 
G. Hinkley, C. W. Isham, J. J. Holden, 
W. W. Thompson and W. W. Bloss, of 
Titusville, R. E. Green, of Miller Farm, 
and J. B. Bloss of Rochester, and a 
resolution ia unanimously adopted that 
Titusville Ijland shall be presented to the 
"Walton Club" upon the sole condition 
that a handsome cottage shall be erected 
aud nuuut&med at the expense ot the 
club—a treasure that can be freely shared 
by themselves and friends, without im- 
poverishing either owners or guests.

THE FISHING. 


To describe the recreations ol. the occa- 


sion we must return to Alexandria Bay 
aud the Crossmon House. After a fragrant 
cup of Mocha, and a generally good re- 
past, preparations were made for fishing. 
Our luncheon was prepared at the Orosa- 
mon House, and the party, divided singly 
or in couples, were each provided with 
row boata and on experienced oarsman for 
the day's excursion. The oarsman occu- 
pies the forward thwart, and the fiaher- 


as one could wuh. 
Cooking utensils 


are not forgotten, and the savory odor ol 
the itew pans, filled with fish, well 
cleansed and seasoned, thofreehest of fresh 
eggs, sliced potatoes, outlets ol salt pork, 
aa well ae steaming coffee, is the appeti- 
zing antecedent of B delicious and sub- 
stantial feast, '/where good digestion waits 
on appetite and health on both." 


Three days of this enchanting pastime 


sufficed the party, and a box containing 
about a hundred pickerel, well packed in 
ice and sawdust, were expressed to the 
Walton Club, oi Tituavillt, with the com- 
pliments of "tbe Innocents abroad." 


TUB ABB SMITH. 


The largest fish in the party having 


been caught by Mr. Smith, and some testi- 
monial of the achievement having been 
resolved upon by Mr. Hinkley, he paid a 
boat-builder five dollars for naming a new 
and handsome craft which had been just 
launched, the "Abe Smith oi Tituiville.' 
There can be no doubt that visitors from 
TitUBville hereafter will find this the 
"luckiest" barge that floata in search of 
baa* or pickerel. It may be proper to state 
that although Mr. Smith's prize pickerel 
was • veritable monster of the deep, it wu 
clearly shown that bis extraordinary 
weight was owing to a bar of pig iron, 
which he had inadvertently swallowed be- 
fore stepping upon the scale*. 


DOWN TUB RIVER. 


At eight o'clock tha following nkomu>B 


we were apprised by a shrill whittle that 
the eteamer Spartan waa approaching the 
wharf and we must resume our voyage. 
Captain Kelley, of Presoott, ia in com- 
mand, and under the kind and gentle- 
manly attention of Mr. J. D. Orange, the 
purser, all ire provided with good accom- 
modations in the upper cabin. To describe 
the trip to Ogdensbnrg would be to 
traverse the same characteristics of the 
river already reviewed. There is a grad- 
ual convergence of the shores aa we pro- 
ceed, and about two miles below Alex- 
andria Bay, jnst opposite the Canadian 
village oi Rockport, there is for the first 
time an nninterrupted view between the 
islands from shore to shore, and the dis- 
tance is quite within range of modern 
artillery, not more probably, than one and 
a half miles. Passing on downward from 
this contracted part of the river, there is 
again an expansion of its channel to a 
width varying from two to four milec, in 
which the islands gradually become more 
scattered, and seldom obstruct the view 
quite across from shore to shore. As we 
approach Brockville, a large town on the 
Conada side, twenty-four miles below 
Alexandria, we pass a beautiful cluster, 
known aa Brock's group, below which the 
river pursues its uninterrupted course, 
not varying much from about- a mile in 
width, twelve miles further to the flour- 
ishing American city of Ogdensburg, 
which is tbe terminus of two railroads, 
and tbe usual place ol transhipment from 
the larger lake boats to others more suita- 
ble to river navigation. 
Only a short dis- 


tance below Ogdensbnrg, the river again 
contracts its breadth, and commences its 
mad course over a series oi rapids, which, 
alternating with broad expansions to the 
form and dimensions of lakes, extend 
about a hundred and thirty milec, with a 
fall of nearly two hundred feet to Mon- 
treal. ^

The interview 
peacefully terminated with Mr. Isham'a

the whole company aiuging

CEUMNEY ISLAND, 


situated several miles below, derives ita 
name from an old ruin, which is reported 
to mark the site of the veritable Blook 
House described in Femrimore Cooper's 
novel of the Pathfinder. The readers of

have become the property of Messrs. Corn- 
wall & Walton, the principal shipping and 
mercantile house at Alexandria. Tbe pur- 
chase wu effected many years ago at the 
average price of fifty cents an acre. Of 
late years the property has been turned to 
practical account by selling islands to

without chopping tho waves. The best 
fishing is in tbe neighborhood of the 
islands, whore tbe water runs clear, or 
along the weedy bottoms where the pick- 
erel muster in lazy schools, but the larger 
fi,h are found in the deeper channels. A 
fair d;:y's sport at this season average* 
about twenty-five 6sh per line, and weigh- 
ing from two and u half to five pounds 
each. The Ily fiahing for bass commences 
early in July, and is esteemed preferable to 
pickerel fishing. Rock and black bass are 
obtained in gceat abundance through July 
and August. They are of fine size and 
fl»vor, and »ff.ird rare sport in their cap- 
ture. 


The boatmen are hardy, experienced 


fellows, who have followed their occupa- 
tion for years, and ia many oases are "to 
tbe manner born" They have many in- 
teresting traditions of the French occupa- 
tion, as will aa tho Revolutionary and 
Patriot wars, aud of tbe latter some of 
them preserve stirring perconal recollec- 
tions. It was our good fortune to be for 
three days under '.ho convoy of Uncle 
John Hosdley, who has been for fifty 
years iu ao'ivd service on Alexandria Bay, 
und bis pioneer reminiscences had almost 
as fine u fl a or as the "square meals" with 
rrbich he rugaied ua on Picnic Island, 


Tho cost of such recreation, as com-

Toward noon our steamer entered the 


first rapid, a alight and uninteresting one. 
The fineet rapids are the Long Saalr, 
about nine miles lang; the Cedars and 
the Lachine rapids, the latter noar Mon- 
treal. One rapid in the mam describes till. 
Aa yon approach the rapid, its white- 
crested wavee dance before yon, looking 
like the surf of a mild sea. Once in it, 
yon discover that the water is very swift; 
that the waves with their snowy caps are 
considerable in dimensions, sometimes 
even plashing upon the upper cabin deck, 
and the steamer rooka with a graceful 
motion. The scene, aa one looka round 
upon the foaming water, the swell of the 
wavee, tha oharmicg contrast of green 
and white water, and hears the rustle of 
wavea which seem to confront each other, 
and whirl around in irregular eddies, is 
very fine. There is just enough excite- 
ment, arising from u possible danger ol 
accident and immersion in these agitated 
waters, to give zest to the passage. The

all, 
having many large rocks in it. 


The 
channel- leads directly 
between 


two oi these rocks, keeping near each,, 
and as the steamer passes the chute, it i* 
with a wild plunge that, is truly exciting. 
Off to the right of a long line ths water 
literally rages m foam, aud dashes with a 
heavy roar upon a ledge of jagged rocks, 
taking leapa in airy foam over some oi the 
moat abrupt of them. A special Indian 
pilot, who has followed the vocation ior 
many yeare, conducts the eteamer through 
this paasage, and it is interesting to note 
hie activity at the wheel.

There ia one interesting feature oi the 
Cedar Rapids. The channel carries the 
steamer np almost to reaching distance 
to a bold head-land which it seems must 
dash the 
vessel to pieces, when it 


changes in 
a twinkling and 
sweeps 


around. 


Two years ago a vessel was wrecked in 


the Laohine Rapids, and but a iew weeks 
ago, aa we were informed at Montreal, a 
row-boat containing two men, who were 
making a foolhardy attempt to poll aorosi 
the river at Lachine, were overpowered by 
the current and awept irreaiatably to de- 
struction. 
For a iew minute* tbe boat 


seemed dancing softly above the surging 
teas, but at length she leapt filty feet 
from the inrface with tbe velocity oi an 
explosion, and tell a ipliatered mass upon 
the boiling flood, and the adventurer* 
were no longer seen. 


CANADIAN VILLAGES. 


At the foot of the Long Sanlt we pas* 


the little village of Cornwall on tbe Cana- 
da aide. It has no other significance than 
that marking the teimiuatiou oi tbe Corn- 
wall canal, through which vessels are pass- 


ily, WM some yean ago identified with the for th» Hcrau. 
lost Dauphin ot France. 


Coteau du Lao i* • imall French village 


at tbe foot ol Lake Si. Fnnois, and about 
fifty miles above Montreal. The Cotean 
Rapid* follow, and seven miles below are 
Cedar Rapids, three miles IE extent, sad 
then follow Cotean Cedar..Split Bock ud 
Cascade Rapid*, which terminate at the 
head of Lake St. Louis, where the dark 
waters of the Ottawa join tbe blue St. 
Lawrence. These rapids in eleven miles 
have a descent oi 82>£ feet. ,- 


Cedar Village is also a French town oi 


considerable antiquity. In one oi the 
early military expeditions against Mon- 
treal a vessel containing three hundred 
men were lost in thess rapid'. 


Beaoharnou is a small village which 


marks the termination ol a canal oi four- 
teen miles, and a little further below we 
behold Montreal Mountain, grayly loom- 
ing upward, though at a distance oi thirty 
miles. 


L.icbino and Coughnowsg* are the only 


intervening points oi interest, ud bring 
us within nine mile* oi our destination. 
Tho former is connected with Montreal 
both by canal and nihorf. The Laohine 
Rapids, wbioh are the last of tbe series, 
here begin, and undsr tbe skilful band oi 
our Indian pilot, Biptiste, we are soon 
sped safely to onr destination. 


MONTBKA!.. 


Mouuc»i. before whose massive-out 


stone quays, miles in length, among the 
finest in the world—pawing under tbe 
magnificent Victoria bridgf, we arrived 
about sunset—is a nobls city. I . street', 
it is trap, are narrow, but nearly all its 
buildings are ol stone, the most ol the** 
with tin roots; it hai~n»iy elegant 
structures, public and private, and it* ap- 
pearance -from the river, although gray 
and solemn, is that oi great solidity. It 
would be impossible for the visitor oi a 
dsy to describe Montreal, tor the subject 
is too great, and we can only indicate some 
ol ita points of interest. Among its fine 
buildings are the Romish Cathedral ol 
Notre Dame, built ot gray gr*nit«, with 
towers 230 ieet high, and a fine exterior, 
but indiffarent in the interior, with a 
worn and faded look, but a splendid rear 
window.
